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Dunbar Future to Be 
Discussed Wednesday

Members of the Madison 
School Board Thursday night 
asked residents of the West 
Madison area to express their 
opinions on whether Dunbar 
Elementary School should be 
retained or demolished 


Board members are being in- 
vited to an open meeting of the 
Dunbar School Parent-Teacher 
Club at 7 p.m. Wednesday at 
the Dunbar cafeteria during 
which parents and West Madi- 
son residents will be given an 
opportunity to express the ir 
views on the issue. 

The long-standing controversy 
concerning the condition of the 
school was brought out again 
Thursday after the School Board 
appropriated $8,545 life 
safety code rs to Harris 
Elementary School and $8,645 
for repairs to Blair School, but 
none for Dunbar. 

Mrs. Barbara Madison, a 
member of the Dunbar 
School parents group, ask- 
ed if Dunbar is in full com- 
pliance with the life-safety 
code of the state. Fred Rid- 
dle, superintendent 
of schools, replied, ‘No. 
With the life-safety code, it 
would be better to bulldoze 
it down and start over.” 
Mrs. Madison then asked, 
“Would you do that, 
please?” 

Board Member Chester Mc- 
Manaway asked if Mrs. Madi- 
son was speaking for all of the 
residents of the West Madison 
area in her request to have the 
school demolished. 

“The idea of tearing down 
that school. is not contrary to 
the thinking of some of us on 
the board,” McManaway said. 

Mrs. Madison replied that she 
would bring the issue before 
the parents and any West Mad- 
ison residents who wanted to 
attend the parents club meet- 
ing Wednesday. McManaway 
asked if she would “test the 
pulse of the people there” and 
inform the school board what 
their wishes were concerning 
the-future of Dunbar 

Mrs. Madison later said she 


felt the school board members 
should attend Wednesday night’s 
parents meeting and draw their 
own conclusions from what 
they hear, rather than having 
her report on the feelings of 
the people in the Dunbar area. 
Board member Willie 

Walker told the board, “I 
would not like to see Dun- 
bar demolished and nothing 
else built on the site.” 
Walker suggested that when 
citizen advisory boards now 
being formed are comple- 
ted, the group studying in- 
tegration in the district 
should “investigate the Dun- 
bar issue and advise the 
board,” Walker said. 

Mrs. Madison asked how long 
it will be until appointments to 
advisory boards will be com- 
pleted. Under guidelines of the 
Office of the State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, the 
board agreed to have each 
member make appointments to 
various advisory boards. 

Harold Fisk, board president, 
said most members have made 
their appointments and the 
makeups of the advisory groups 
will be announced when the re- 
maining appointments have 
been made. 

Mrs. Madison also asked the 
board if there are plans to end 
the present split-shift schedule 
at Madison. Junior High School 
next year. 

“The parents want to know 
if the board has made plans 
for a whole day of school for 
the junior high school age stu- 
dents after they leave Dunbar 
and Blair,” she said. - Fisk's 
reply was, “No plans.” 

Addressing himself to an- 
other issue, John Palcheff, as- 
sistant superintendent, remark- 
ed, “If we think of the children 
first, I think we can solve a 
lot of problems in this district.” 

Mrs, Mabel Dandridge, treas- 
urer and past president of the 
Madison branch of the Nation- 
al Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People (NAA- 
CP), remarked, “If you had 
thought of the children first,

I. 

Mrs. Harlan was a member 
of the United Presbyterian 
Women, Madison Literary Club, 
Rotary Anns and New Hope 
Chapter, Order of Eastern Star. 

Survivors include a daughter, 
Mrs. Fred (Marian) Wahren- 
burg of Granite City; two sons, 
Lee C. Harlan Jr. of Granite 
City and George Monroe Harlan 
of Lancaster, Calif.; a sister, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Diffenbaugh of 
Madison; six grandchildren and 
five great-grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held 
today, Details are given in the 
obituary column.

‘Moonlighting’ Jeopardizes Approval of 
Highly Qualified Doctor as State Official

_ Springfield—The State Senate 
is not usually a seminar in 
theoretical political ideology. 
Most of the time it is simply a 
workshop for passing laws. 

But now the senators on the 
executive committee have dealt 
with a very real problem—the 
recruitment of top people to 
government. 

The unfortunate center of 
controversy at the committee 
meeting was Dr. Mark Lepper, 
an eminently qualified physi- 
cian nominated by Gov. Dan 
Walker to be the director of 
comprehensive health planning. 

‘Although one senator termed 
him perhaps the most qualified 
person to ever come before the 
committee, his appointment 
was stalled on a 12-8 party-line 
vote. 

The problem is financial. Dr. 
Lepper earned $62,500 at Rush 
Medical School. The state job 
pays $35,000, 

Since he is not anxious to 
make the personal financial 
sacrifice—and he is even more 
concerned about the pension 
benefits his wife would lose— 
the school agreed to supple- 
ment his salary to the tune of 

He resigned four positions at 
the school and remained as a 
professor. 

Republicans, led by Chair- 
man Frank Ozinga, were con- 
cerned on two fronts 

Is it a conflict of interest 
for a state government em- 
ploye to serve in a capacity 
where he could possibly 
control the amount of state 
funds given to the agency 
for which he worked part- 
time? 

Does the director of a 
major state agency have 
the time to perform outside 
work? 

The questions raised are sim- 
ilar to ones raised at the na- 
tional Tevel concerning the 
relationship between govern- 
ment and private enterprise, 
especially the military-industrial 
complex, as-it has come to be 
described 

In the case of Dr. Lepper, he 
explained that it would be un- 
likely for him to be in a posi- 
tion to rule’on the state funds 
going to Rush. 

As for working full and part 
time, Dr, Lepper said he is 
accustomed to working 60 to 70 
hours per week. 

If approved, he would work 
50 to 60 hours per week on his 
state job and eight to 10 hours 
for the medical school. 

In contrast, some state em- 
ployes work as few as 32 hours 
a week and are considered full- 
time. 

“Senate President William Har- 
ris said former Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie dealt with the recruit- 
ing problem in an “honest and 
direct” way and Gov.

Springfield—Artifacts of enor- 
mous archeological worth and 
perhaps even dollar value may 
have been lost to the state of 
Illinois in the past because of 
lack of controls at archeological 
digs in the state. 


A new policy adopted by the 
Department of Conservation 
will halt additional drifting 
away of unearthed items by 
requiring spot checks at the 
site, complete inventories of 
materials when digging ends, 
and definite agreements on 
what can be removed and when 
it must be returned. 

Title to all artifacts and finds 
will remain at all times with 
the state under the new ar- 
rangement. 

Since no one knows what 
items may have been removed 
in the past, there is no way to 
estimate what their value may 
have been, according to Chick 
Tammiga, chief of program 
services in the Parks and Me- 
morials Division of the conser- 
vation department. 

There is apparently no doubt, 
however, that numerous items 
have been lost, both inside and 
outside Illinois. 

Archeological digging in this 
state has had a somewhat con- 
fusing past, with control at 
times under the control of the 
state museum, 

Presently, the museum is- 
sues all permits for arche- 
ological digging in the state 
but inventorying and con- 
trol are handled by the 
conservation department, 
Typical of the things which 

could be—or may have been— 
lost, Tammiga said, was a 
large, silver wall cross which 
was turned up a couple of 
years ago at Fort Chartres. An 
old gun which was still in good 
condition also was unearthed. 

Such items would have great 
possible value to a collector 
who would like to possess a 
cross dating back probably to 
the French occupation of the 
site, some 300 years ago, or a 
collector of antique guns, he 
said. 

On the professional level, 
bones of men or animals, 
worked items of bone or other 
materials, and pottery pieces 
can tell trained archeologists 
much about ancient peoples 
who lived in Ulinois—and can 
sometimes totally revisé earli- 
er thinking. 

Illinois, with such sites as 
Cahokia Mounds and Dickson 
Mound, as well as the privately 
financed and controlled Koster 
dig, is a fertile field for re- 
searchers into remote cultures 
of the North American con- 
tinent. 

In the past, Tammiga said, 
there was no way to know what 
was dug up, and diggers often 
removed items to their labs, 
their home base institutions or 
even to their homes, both in- 
side and outside the state. 

In some cases, when it was 
known items were being re- 
moved, the only stipulation at- 
tached was a vague condition 
that the item must eventually 
be returned. 

The new regulations will get 
their first real test when dig-

or summer, with the start of 
warm weather and long days. 

At the completion of a 
and optionally at any time dur- 
ing it—the department will 
send a trained auditor to make 
a complete accounting of every- 
thing on hand, including photos. 

When the dig ends, -an 
agreement will be worked 
out with the diggers, under 
which certain items which 
may require further study 
or cataloging can be re- 
moved for specific periods, 
not to exceed five years. 

Because of the amount of 
present and potential digging in 
the state, Tammiga said, he 
would personally like to see 
much more of it done by Illinois 
schools, and less by out-of-state 
institutions which have staffed 
most of the archeological work 
in the past. 

“Tt seems silly to me to send 
Illinois crews to dig in New 
Mexico while New Mexico 
sends its students to dig in Mli- 
nois,”” he said, adding that the 
mere risk of loss or damage to 
artifacts which must be trans- 
ported long distances is a seri- 
ous problem. 


Have Complaint? She's 
Ready fo Listen to It

Springfield—A new assistant 
who actually looks for people 
who don’t like the way her de- 
partment is run has been 
added to the staff of the Illinois 
Department of Conservation. 

Mrs. Sandra Blau has been 
named : personal assistant to 
Director Anthony Dean, with 
responsibility for handling the 
various complaints and re- 
quests which come either to the 
director or the department 
generally. 

Her main job, she says, is to 
follow up on complaints and see 
that the person who complained 
gets a prompt and adequate 
reply. 

What sort of things do people 
complain about? 

Most of the objections so far, 
she says, have been about de- 
partment personnel. 

In those cases, she has in- 
vestigated to find if the em- 
ploye was actually guilty of im- 
proper performance, in which 
case she may bring the inci- 
dent to the director‘s attention, 
for a reprimand. 

If investigation shows instead 
that the employe was only do- 
ing what he should, she writes 
a reply telling what the rules 
are, and why the employe 
acted as he did. 

Sometimes there are ques- 
tions combined with objections. 

One letter writer wanted to 
know why he could ride his 
motorcycle in a given area last 
year, but was stopped this 
year. The reply to that, she 
said, was that he shouldn't 
have been allowed to do it last 
year, either; he just didn’t get 
caught. 

Many other letters actually 
come to her desk, or the di- 
rector’s, just because the writ- 
er doesn’t know where else to 
go.

Subsidy Utilized to 
Encourage Adoptions 


More than 450 Illinois chil- 
dren have been placed in 
adoptive homes during the past 
three years through use of a 
financial subsidy program, Di- 
rector Jerome G, Miller of the 
state Department of Children 
and Family Services noted last 
week. 

He said increased attention is 
being given to the subsidy ‘pro- 
gram. 

“The subsidy, program makes 
adoption possible for children 
under care of the department 
who might otherwise remain in 
foster care until adulthood,” he 
said. 

This includes minority race 
youngsters, older children of all 
races and physically or emo- 
tionally handicapped boys and 
girls, 

“A child’s age, in partic- 
ular, is a critical factor in 
for him,” Miller commented, 

“There are usually doz 
ens of applicants available 
to adopt an infant. We have 
even had increased success 
recently in placing handi- 
capped youngsters, But 
when you ask a family to 
take a 12-year-old into their 
home, they hesitate.” 

The subsidy program enables 
a child ta be placed for adop- 
tion with a qualified family 
which lacks sufficient income 
to absorb all the expenses of 
adding a chiki to the family. 

“In the past, most children 
placed through the subsidy pro- 
gram have been adopted by 
their foster parents,’ Miller 
said. “Now we ‘are broadening 
our recruitment to include oth- 
er qualified persons in the com- 
munity.” 

Three types of subsidies help 
such families: 

1. A special service grant 
may pay legal fees connected 
with adoption or cover expenses 
for the child’s medical treat- 
ment or other special care. 

2. A short-term subsidy helps 
families—whose income picture 
is likely to improve—with the 
initial expense of adding an 
adopted child to the family. 


3. A long term subsidy helps 
families whose income is likely 
to remain limited. This subsidy 
is subject to annua] review and 
may continue until the child is 
18. 

“Not only has the subsidy 
program made permanent 
homes posible, but it will 
have the state an esti- 
mated $3 miHion in foster 
care expenses for these 450 
youngsters alone,” Miller 
said. This is because a sub- 
sidy must be less than the 
state would pay to maintain 
the child in foster care. 
Miller said the subsidy pro- 

gram has been “on target” in 
the children it has placed; 25% 
are handicapped, about 45% are 
minority race members and 
more than 50% are six years of. 
age or older when placed in an 
adoptive home. 

Department offices in Cook 
County (Chicago) and St, Clair 
County (East St, Louis) have 
awarded more than 40% of the 
subsidies. 

These areas are the centers 
of a department project funded 
by the Children’s Bureau, U. S. 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, to study how 
subsidies can be utilized to in- 
crease black adoptions. Two- 
thirds of the children whose 
adoptions have been subsidized 
in these two cities are black. 

Persons interested in adopt- 
ing a school-age or handicapped 
child may call the nearest of- 
fice of the Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services. Staff 
members in these offices can 
provide’ additional information 
about the subsidy program, 
Miller said.

School Board 
Has Sole Voice 
In School Policy 


Teacher organizations ask 
school boards to act illegally 
when they ask for an “equal 
voice” in school policy deci- 
sions, according to George C. 
‘Ackerlund, professor of educa- 
tional administration at South- 
ern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville. 


The opinion is expressed in 
an article by Ackerlund pub- 
lished in a recent issue of the 
Illinois School Board Journal. 


The SIUE professor also ex- 
pressed the opinion that it is 
illegal for teacher organizations 
to ask for binding arbitration of 
disagreements over school 
board policy decisions. 


Ackerlund said the law has 
placed on the school board the 
responsibility for making policy 
decisions, and the board does 
not have the authority to dele- 
gate this responsibility to any- 
one else. 


Acknowledging that teacher 
organizations are pressing for 
the right to make policy deci- 
sions or getting decisions sub- 
mitted to binding arbitration, 
Ackerlund said, ‘The standard 
charge, of course, is that the 
school board is arbitrary, un- 
reasonable and capricious. 
What school board critics fail 
to realize is that where choices 


* exist, the school is legally man- 
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dated to make the choice. The 
choice may not be the right 
one, in the critic’s view, but it 
is the school board’s decision to 
make — right or wrong."”” 

Ackerlund pointed out that if 
the critic can prove the school 
board decision breaks the law, 
he has recourse to the courts. 
“But where two legal choices 
confront the board, the board 
may be as arbitrary as it 
wishes but it alone must 
make the choice.”’ 

Explaining the typical opera- 
tion of a school board facing 
a policy decision, Ackerlund 
said, ‘School boards frequently 
appoint committees, made up 
of members of the school board 
or from the public, and charge 
them with making studies and 
recommendations. Final deci- 
sions, however, are reserved 
for the school board in legal 
session. The action may be an 
acceptance of the committee's 
recommendation, but it is not 
binding upon the bgard until 
the board has considered it, 
judged it and approved it.” 

The article by Ackerlund cites 
several court decisions which 
contribute to the evidence th& 
school boards do not have the 
authority to delegate their au- 
thority and responsibilities to 
other groups.

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Recruiting Is Heavy 
For Business Students | 


Accounting majors’ and stu» 
dents in other business disci- 
plines are steadily receiving 
more job offers at Southern II- 
linois University at Edwards- 
ville, according to David R. 
Van Horn, director of Place- 
ment Service. 

Van Horn said SIUE’s pattern 
of college recruiting follows a 
recent report by the College 
Placement Council (CPC), ex- 
cept in the field of engineering. 
The CPC survey shows evidence 
of a return to the pattern of 
college recruiting in the late 
1960s, with students in the areas 
of engineering and business be- 
ing sought more than those in 
humanities and social science 
disciplines. 

There have been appreciable 
increases over the past year 
in the volume of job offers at 
SIUE by business and industrial 
employers, Van Horn said. 

“All major public accounting 
firms in the area have been re- 
cruiting regularly on campus 
for June and September gradu- 
ates,” Van Horn said. ‘How- 
ever, job opportunities seem to 
be down for men in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area, so a 
lot depends on whether or. not 
a graduate is interested in re- 
locating to another part of the 
country.” 

Salary averages at the bach- 
elor’s degree level in account- 
ing have also gained 3.7% from 
last July to $886 per month, ac- 
cording to Van Horn. 

Job offers in the areas of 
humanities and social sciences 
have dropped 23% from a year 
ago. The dollar average in 
those fields is only $705 per 
month, Van Horn said.

Springtield—Lawyers through- 
out Illinois are in the process of 
becoming aware of new disci- 
plinary rules and. registration 
requirements. 

Earlier this year, the Illinois 
Supreme Court adopted the dis- 
ciplinary rules, When the rules 
were announced, Chief Justice 
Robert C, Underwood said the 
court was naming Carl H. 
Rolewick of LaGrange Park as 
administrator of the new sys- 
tem, 

Underwood described. the new 
rules for attorneys as an effort 
which. will aid in increasing 
public -confidence in the state’s 
legal profession. 

Rolewick sumed his new 
duties effective March 1. Also 
now in operation is a comimis- 
sion that will adopt rules for 
disciplinary proceedings, au- 
thorize the administrator to 
hire a staff and account for all 
monies received and expended 
for disciplinary activities, 

The lawyers are paying a $20 
registration fee. Deadline for 
this fee has been set for April 1. 

After that date, lawyers who 
have not paid the fee could pos- 
sibly be barred from practicing 
in Illinois. 

However, there is a provision 
for a reduced fee or no fees 
from attorneys in certain clas- 
sifications. This would include 
newly-admitted attorneys «in 
service and out-of-state.

New Renewal Deadline 
For Gun Registration 


Starting July 1, Illinois gun 
owners must renew their Fire- 
arm Owners Identification cards 
during the month of their first 
birthday following the expira- 
tion date now printed 6n the 
card, Law. Enforcement Direc- 
tor Harvey N. Johnson Jr. re- 
ports, 

All of the cards have the 
birth date printed on them, and 
renewal applications will be ac- 
cepted 90 days prior to this 
date, 

Present Firearm Owners Iden- 
tification card numbers will be 
reassigned and new cards is- 
sued. Old cards should not be 
destroyed until the new card is 
received, he said. 

Johnson made the announce- 
ment after filing a ruling with 
Secretary of State Michael J. 
Howlett last week. 

“The reason for changing the 
date of expiration on the cards 
to a birth date is that it will en- 
able us to process renewal of 
the large number of identifica- 
tion cards issued during the 
first few months the law was in 
effect over a period of a year’s 
time,” ‘Johnson said, 7 

“This will spread the work- 
load and help avoid delays in 
isuance of identification cards 
during the regular fall hunting 
season. It will assure better 
service to Illinois hunters and 
sportsmen.” 

Of the 1,250,000 Illinois 
citizens who now hold Fire- 
arm Owners Identification 
cards, 850,000 registered 
during the first year the 
law was in effect. 

Since by statute the cards 
must be renewed every five 
years, nearly 65% of all 
cards must be renewed be- 
tween July 1, 1973, and 
June 30, 1974. It is ex- 
pected that an additional 
110,000 new gun owners also 
will apply for cards ‘during 
this period.

The Firearm Owners Identi- 
fication Act provides that $3 of 
each registration fee be depos- 
ited in the Illinois Game and 
Fish Fund to be used by the 
Department of Conservation for 
the benefit of all Illinois sports- 
men. 

Illinois gun owners are 
registered to provide local- 
level law enforcement of- 
ficials with a means to 
readily identify those indi- 
viduals who are qualified to 
‘own, acquire, possess and 
handle firearms and fire- 
arm ammunition. 

‘An average of 1,400 inquiries 
concerning individual registra- 
tions is received each month 
from federal, state and local 
law enforcement and judicial 
agencies, 

Since enactment of the fire- 
arm law, hundreds of identifi- 
cation cards have been revoked 
and thousands of applications 
have been denied, making it 
more difficult for unqualified 
and dangerous persons to pos- 
sess firearms in the state, 
Johnson said. 

Illinois firearm controls and 
regulations are designed and 
administered to complement 
federal laws such as the Gun 
Control Act of 1968.

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Colorful but Destructive 
~ Superbirds Headed This Way

Springfield—This time, it isn't 
a plane, it isn’t Superman, it is 
a bird. 
~ In fact, it's Super-bird and it 
seems to be on the threshold of 
becoming. Super-pest. 

Technically, it’s Myiopsitta 
monachus, but you can call it 
the monk parakeet, the Quaker 
parakeet or the gray-headed 
parakeet. By any name, it 
spells trouble. 

Like Superman, Super- 
bird is flashily dressed, zips 
through the air at high 
speed, and seems to be im- 
pervious to any threat to 
his existence. 

He deesn’t even need a 
phone booth to change in, 
though he might ‘build one 
of his huge communal nests 
atop one. 

So far, their stick nests have 
een found on trees (where 
they sometimes break down 
branches by the sheer weight of 
the nest), buildings, telephone 
poles, an abandoned crane, 60 
feet up on a microwave tower, 
and in a broken floodlight in 
New York City. 

Adaptable, that’s super-bird. 

The flashy, foot long para- 
keets are native to South 
America, particularly Para- 
guay, Uruguay, Brazil, Argen- 
tina and southern Bolivia. 

Handsome, intelligent — some 
can be taught to talk—amusing 
and hardy, they were imported 
into this country and sold in 
pet shops. 

Whether some escaped or 
were released, the end result is 
the same. 

Whole flocks have adjusted to 


lower temperatures and are - 


thriving in New York and New 
Jersey, with small colonies now 
wintering in Michigan, Ohio, 
Indiana and Wisconsin. Despite 
their tropical heritage, they 
have been observed out and 
about in sub-zero weather.

Since the monk parakeet has 
a taste for fruits, grains— 
especially corn—as well as sun- 
flower, sorghum, millet and 
various seeds, its arrival in 
force in Illinois could be a real 
agricultural disaster. Scenic, 
but a disaster. 

Compounding the problem is 
the bird’s ability to survive. In 
Argentina, authorities have 
tried burning nests, shooting, 
snaring, netting, poison baits 
and repellants without much 
success in reducing the popula- 
tion,

province on 427,206 pairs, While 
overal] average crop damages 
run between 2% and 15%, in 
some sectors it has been as 
high as 45%. ; 

Conservationists, — includ-

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Possible Role for University an Intriguing Aspect of 


Junior College Outlook as Time 


“We certainly hope that the citizens 
in your area will want to participate in 
a junior college district in the very 
near future,"’ Dr. Fred L. Wellman, 
executive secretary of the Illinois Jun- 
ior College Board, has informed Quad- 
Cityans. 

His expression of “‘best wishes” is 
being taken “at face value, as is his 
voiced desire that there be local de- 
termination despite increasingly 
tougher-to-meet [JCB guidelines which 
go far beyond the criteria outlined in 
Illinois statutes. 

A 1965 state law launched the 
present junior college system in Illi- 
nois and 1972 legislative action re- 
quires that all areas not in a junior 
college district join one or create one 
or be assigned to one. 


This is to be accomplished by Aug. 
1, 1974, and for a community to chart 
its own course it must generate action 
toward a specific plan by July 1, 1973, 
slightly over three months from now. 


In December 1972, Dr. Wellman 
said, ‘The IJCB recommends that the 
Granite City, Venice, Madison, Col 
linsville junior college study-commit- 
tee explore annexation to Lewis and 
Clark Community College (Godfrey) 
to include the use of resources of 
Southern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville before considering the for- 
mation of a separate new junior col 
lege district in the area.” 

He added, ‘We also realize that 
the representatives in the Collinsville 
area may wish to consider annexation 
to Belleville Area College and _ this 
would certainly be acceptable to the 
Illinois Junior College Board.” 

While Dr. Wellman did not say so, 
the statewide financial squeeze on 
higher education has prompted an in- 
creasingly conservative approach 
among some state junior college 
officials. 

Their current thinking is that annex 
ations may be less troublesome — at 
least in terms of state administrative 
chores— than would be the establish 


for Action Approaches 


emphasis on multiple-county rather 
than community-oriented districts. 

The study of Godfrey and Belleville 
suggested by the state has been carried 
out, along with exploration of  possi- 
ble_utilization of SIUE resources. 

Dr. Wellman has indicated uncer- 
tainty over what role SIUE could play 
other than as an entity of the Lewis 
and Clark District. 

However, there is considerable doubt 
that a state university such as SIUE is 
technically a part’ of a junior college 
district, even though the boundaries of 
the district encompases the university 
campus. 

A specific legal opinion was prom- 
ised in January but has not been 
disclosed. 

On Oct. 10, representative of ten 
institutions of higher learning met at 
Sunset Hill Holiday Inn to approve 
formation of a Regional Council on 
Interinstitutional Cooperation. 

They were Lewis and Clark, Belle- 
ville Area College, SIUE, State Com- 
munity College of East St. Louis, Parks 
College of Aeronautical Technology of 
St. Louis University, McKendree Col- 
lege, Blackburn College, -Greenville 
College, Kaskaskia College and Rend 
Lake College. fi 

The ten said they “desire to encour- 
age efficient use of educational resour- 
ces, equitable distribution of educa- 
tional services’ development of inno- 
vative concepts and applications in 
higher education, and a mutual sharing 
of resources present in each institu- 
tion.” 

The Council “organized to- 
provide a channel for exchange of in- 
formation between faculty and ad- 
ministrators of each of the colleges, 
and to facilitate areawide dissemina- 
tion of information in respect to edu- 
cational opportunities and services at 
each of the colleges. 

“The Council members will explore 
and recommend means through which 
potential funds, both public and pri- 
vate, available for programs of inter- 
institutional cooperation, may be ob- 
tained for the mutual benefit of the

Patriotic Prisoners of War Revive America’s Spirit

When the first returning 
American prisoners of war set 
foot on Clark Air Force Base 
in the Philippines, they said, 
to a man, in one way or an- 
other, God bless America. 

For the most part, citizens of 
the United States responded in 
kind. 

Ours, however, is a pluralis- 
tic nation and there were those 
who had reservations about the 
genuineness of the POW emo- 
tions. 

Numbered among them are 
the Jane Fondas and the Ram- 
sey Clarks — professional anti 
Vietnam agitators who expected 
the former POWs to criticize 
their country and its President. 

The POWs have done neither. 

In still another league are 
the reporters in some of the 
nation’s largest news media 
who found the unabashed pa- 
triotism of the former POWs 
contrary to their preconceived 
notions of how the men would 
act. 

This thinking is represented 
in the opinions of one corre- 
spondent who wrote from Clark 
Air Base that there could be 
three reasons why ‘the Ameri- 
can prisoners freed by the 
Communists have come home to 
the theme God bless Ameri- 
ca”. . . which has set the stage 
for ‘unchallenged patriotism.” 

He suggests that the return 
of the POWs is one of Ameri- 
ca’s “undisputed achievements” 
in the war, the only symbol of 

ictory.”” 

Additionally, he believes that 
the men were blessing America 
fervently because they ‘“‘were 
predominantly career officers 
and fighter-bomber pilots—prob- 
ably the most enthusiastic of 
America’s warriors.”” 

Finally, the correspondent 
suggests that the men may 
have been programmed as to 
what to say—brainwashed and 
kept at arm’s length from the 
inquiring press. 

A lot of water has gone under 
the bridge since Feb. 19, 

The original delegation of 163 
prisoners has had many oppor- 
tunities to talk to the press. 


Some have returned to their 
home towns. All have had a 
great deal of public exposure; 
an opportunity to speak freely. 

All still are saying God bless 
America as passionately as 
they did a month ago. 

The simple, sincere re- 
sponses of the returning 
men have warmed the 
hearts of all Americans 


ang given us many new 
perspectives. 

Not the least of these is 
that the people who have 
for so long questioned the 
sincerity of the American 
purpose in Vietnam—or the 
intelligence and honesty of 
our prisoners of war—may 
have suffered a little brain- 
washing of their own.

age national consumption for the 
same time period was 2.61 gallons 
of absolute alcohol (the total 
amount of aleoholie beverage 
would, of course, be much greater 
and would vary depending on the 
type of alcoholic drink consumed). 

The breakdown of drinking 
Americana reads something like 
this: 82 percent of professional 
men and 81 percent of the women 
drink, and of these groups 18 per- 
cent of the men and six percent 
of the women are heavy drinkers. 
Business people are close behind 
at: 81 percent of men, 30 percent 
heavy drinkers and 70 percent of 
women, nine percent heavy drink- 
ers, followed by salespersons: 79 
percent of men with 27 percent 
drinking heavily and 79 percent 
of women, but with only one per- 
cent serious drinkers.

Jobs Decline in U.S. Steel Industry 


As Imports Climb, 


Norman Garrett of Granite 
City Steel Co.'s public relations 
department was guest speaker 
last week at a meeting of the 
Women’s Division of the Tri- 
Cities Chamber of Commerce at 
Charlie’s Restaurant. 

Garrett highlighted his talk 
with a film ‘Where's Joe?” 
Previously shown on network 
television, the movie empha- 
sized how the competitive mar- 
ket deals with import materials 
and the results of imports on 
the U. S. economy and job pic- 
ture. 

The film, which is to be pre- 
sented at the Washington Thea- 
tre April 4 and April 5 for the 
benefit of area steelworkers, 
noted that 130,000 jobs have 
been lost in the U. S. steel in- 
dusrty to foreign countries in 
recent years. 

In 1971, the film’s statistics 
showed, there were 18.3 million 
tons of steel manufactured in 
the United States. The tonnage 
dropped to 17.7 million tons in 
1972. 

It was brought out that in 
past years American shipyards 
produced most merchant ves- 
sels, while today this type of 
production has declined to only 
2% of world’s ship construction 
market.
